The Anchoria Safo—Turkey Expect­ 
ing W ar—The Chicago Strike 
—Anarchists Sentenced.

Olil-Tlme Customs ntgihe Capital—W ash­ 
ington as lie Was. 
W ashington. October 10th.—The Su­ 
preme Court will meet to-morrow, but no 
decision will be rendered and none need be 
expecteil before the beginning of next 
week. When the Court convenes it will 
be almost immediately adjourned, and the 
Justices will go in a body to the White 
House to pay their respeeis to the Presi­ 
dent. This ceremony dates back a century, 
and is one of the few formalities of the past 
that is preserved unbroken from the forma­ 
tion of the Government. " It was the cus­ 
tom in olden times,” said Justice Field to­ 
day, ‘Tor the Presidents—beginning with 
George Washington—to visit the Capitol in 
state at the opening of the sessions of Con­ 
gress. and there to deliver personally to the 
two houses theannual message. Tlieheads 
of departments made formal calls upon 
eacli other at the beginning of a new Ad­ 
ministration, and the Court then com­ 
menced its practice of visitingthe President 
and the Vice-President. All these formalities 
have since terminated, with the exception 
ot the visit ot the Judiciary. ‘ Jefterson 
was. I believe, the lirst President who did 
not visit the Capitol at the beginning of the 
sessions of Congress to present his antiual 
message. Jefferson could not rnnke a pub­ 
lic address of five minutes’ duration, and 
he determined to send in his message bv a 
Secretary. This was done, and since his 
time no attempt has been made to 
revive the old custom. The heads of de­ 
partments afterwards ceased their formal 
calls. 
By the way,” said the J udge, “ it is 
a matter of surprise to me that much has 
been published about leading public men 
of this country, that is exaggerated and 
oftentimes absolutely untrue. For exam­ 
ple, there are a great many people who be­ 
lieve that when Jefferson was inaugurated 
President, lie mounted his horse at the 
White House, rode unattended to the Capi­ 
tol, tied his steed to the fence, and delivered 
his inaugural address. As a matter ot fact, 
Jefferson was inaugurated in much the 
same style as his predecessors. He was 
driven from the White House to the Capi­ 
tol, attended by music and soldiers, and 
delivered his lengthy inaugural to an au­ 
dience of goodly size. The busts and pho­ 
tographs which we see of Washington are 
not, I think, accurate pictures-of the man. 
Ilandin, you will remember, took a plaster 
cast of Washington’s face, and the remain­ 
der of his head was tilled in according to 
the sculptor's imagination. Haudin’sorig­ 
inal piaster cast of Washington is now in 
the possession of our famous American 
sculptor now living in London, Mr. Storey. 
He obtained it at asaleof someof Handin's 
effects. I saw the cast in Jondon this 
summer, and in it I can trace hut a slight 
resemblance to the traditional features of 
Washington, as seen in the histories and 
libraries-of our public schools. I told Sir. 
Storey that he owed it to his countrymen 
to make from that plaster cast a bronze 
bust of Washington that should he set up 
in the National Museum at Washington, 
but 1 suppose that fire or accident will hap­ 
pen some day in Storey’s studio and the 
plaster will he destroyed.” 
FrmululeLt W ar Claims. 
W ashington, October 10th.—Third Au­ 
ditor Williams, of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, has addressed a letter to the Gov­ 
ernor of Indiana, in which he states that 
in view of the unsatisfactory condition of 
the records of his office eoncemtng the 
claims of several States against the United 
States, tiled under the provisions of the Act 
of Congress approved July -7, 1881, to in­ 
demnity the States for expenses incurred 
by them in defense of the United States, 
and Acts supplemental thereto, he had 
found it necessary to make a thorough ex­ 
amination of such claims in order to arrive 
at an intelligent understanding of their 
prtsenl condition. The examination of the 
war claims of Indiana, under the Acts re­ 
ferred to, has just been completed, and be 
incloses for the Governor’s information, 
and such action as he may deem advisable, 
an abstract showing in detail the amounts 
which he says have been erroneously, im­ 
properly and unlawfully allowed the"State 
—first, in the excess of vouchers presented: 
second, twice for the same service, and 
third, the amounts allowed without vouch­ 
ers, amounting in all to $10,123. 
The Kulgbts of Labor. 
Richmond, October lu ll—Tlio majority 
of the Knights ot 1-abor here attended the 
morning services at some one of the nu­ 
merous churches to-day, and this afternoon 
drove or strolled about the city. Powderiy 
was kept busy attending to numerous 
matters connected with the work of the 
Convention, and in consultation with mem­ 
bers of the Executive Board. None of the 
matters occupying his time, however, are 
in such shape that information iu refer­ 
ence to them can at present be given to the 
public. To-morrow will be devoted wholly 
to the parade, a banquet, ball, and other 
entertainments provided for the visiting 
delegates by the Richmond Knights ol 
Labor. Mayor Carrington has issued a 
proclamation, that the city offices lie closed 
to-morrow to allow the employes to attend. 
l'repurlng for Lively Times In Chicago. 
Chicago, October 10th.—In the vicinity 
of the great packing boasts significant 
preparations arc noticed. 
Pinkerton’s 
forces at the yards have been increased to 
400 men, and each one is armed with a re­ 
peating rifle and revolver. 
A packing 
establishment has been converted into.a 
barracks, and will he the headquarters of 
the detective force. The headquarters have 
been connected by wires to a number of 
stations in different quarters of the yards. 
To-night a number of patrol wagons were 
standing at the barracks. Pinkerton’s force 
gets its rations at the Transit House, hut 
to-morrow will go elsewhere, as the waiters 
have decided to serve no meals to them. 
The Anglo-American Parking Company 
have made preparations to withstand a 
siege. There is a high brick wall about 
tlie building, and precautions have been 
taken to prevent the admittance of turbu­ 
lent individuals. Yesterday the company 
killed 1,200 hogs, which were left on the 
hook and must he packed to-morrow to 
prevent losses. Armour's packinghouses 
are in the same fix. He lias had a large 
number of cots placed in one of his build­ 
ings, and the inference is that men are to 
be imported to rlo the work. There were 
no formal meetings of strikers to-day. 
Tlie Apache Murfdle. 
New York, October 10th.—The World'f 
Washington special says that delegates of 
prominent citizens of Arizona called on tlie 
President some months ago and protested 
against the War Department making any 
terms with Gerónimo througli which it 
might be possible that he could again go 
go on the war-path. 
The President 
assured them that the War Department 
would be instructed to capture Gerónimo 
and have him turned over to tlie civil au­ 
thorities of Arizona. Responsibility for 
the proper disposition and punishment of 
Gerónimo would then rest tipon the Terri­ 
torial officials. It is doubtful now if this 
can be done, but, in order to ascertain defi­ 
nitely, the President bag ordered the full 
correspondence to be sent to him, that he 
may be able to know how to proceed in the 
matter.Yonng Girl Brutally AI ordered. 
South Bend (Ind.), October 10th.—John 
HempenMall, a dissolute farin-band, lately 
discharged from the employ of Mrs. O'Neil, 
returned to the farm to-day for his clothes. 
While he was in the house Ida O’Neil, a 
handsome girl, agc-d 17. came home from 
church. As she entered the house Hem- 
penstall drew a revolver and fired three 
shots at her, each one of which took effect. 
The girl will die. Hempenstall escaped, 
and is now at large. Tlie supposed motive 
for tlie act is that Miss Ida refused to ac­ 
cept his intentions.

Sunder­ 
land, one of the California “ Argonauts,” 
and a wealthy lawyer, died in an apartment 
house connected with the Westminster 
Hotel last iiieht. lie had been an invalid 
for some years, being afliicted with chronic 
inflammation of tlie stomach and liver dis­ 
order. He came to this city three weeks 
ago to obtain medical advice, and_was

He was born in Indiana, and was 65 
years of age. During the gold excitement 
of ’4Í) lie went to San Francisco, where he 
established a law office. His principal 
clients were the large mining corporations, 
and from these he is said to have received 
immense fees for establishing mining 
claims. He has not practiced his profession 
for the past five years, owing to failing 
health, and during that time has lived a 
good portion of the time in Washington, 
where he acquired considerable property, 
lie leaves two daughters and a son. 
The “ Hoodie ” Aldermen. 
New Y ork, October 11th.—The Sun says 
it is expected that cx-Aldermen Fullgraff 
and Duffy will be witnesses for the people at 
the forthcoming trials of some of the 
“boodle” Aldermen.

FOKEIGN NEWS. 
England’s Irrepressible Conflict. 
London, October 10th.—This morning’s 
Dad ¿i jVnr* declares itself in a position to 
state that Churchill at D-rtford said that 
what he said was with the Cabinet’s ap­ 
proval and the Government proposes to 
introduce a home rule bill based on the 
principle of Provincial Councils, and that 
it has so far received the approval of Hart- 
ington and Chamberlain. The -Vetes adds ; 
“ Irish opinion on the home rule bill of 
the Govi rnment will doubtless forthwith 
he authoritatively made known. As far as 
we have been able to ascertain, by personal 
communication, the Government scheme 
will be contemptuously rejected. Thiswill 
probably be fata! to it, from a Liberal point 
of view," since the first condition acceptable 
in a home rule hill is that it should satisfy 
the aspirations of the Irish people.” 
XViil There He W ar? 
Constantinople, October 10th.— Dis­ 
patches state that the Porte is working 
niglit and day to bring the armaments of 
the country into shape for a lile and dcntli 
struggle. The Admiral of the Turkish 
fleet has received sealed orders, having ref­ 
erence, it is I elieved, to expected contin­ 
gencies in the Black Sea. The army re­ 
serves in tlie remotest corners of the Em­ 
pire arc being called cut. General Kaul- 
bara publicly declared that he is disgnted 
with the treatment accorded him, and that 
tlie Russian army lias been insulted. A 
day or two more will decide whether there 
will he peace or war. 
The Anchoria is Safe. 
St . J o h n s, October 10th.—Tlie steamer 
Anchoria’s lifc-boat, which arrived here 
this afternoon, was under the command of 
her First Otlicer. The Anchoria’s main 
shaft is broken, and she lies under canvas 
about 70 miles oil' Cape Spear. Tiie passen­ 
gers and crew were ail well. A steamer 
will leave St. Johns immediately to render 
assistance. The news was brought in hv a 
boat which left the steamer on Friday. The 
Miranda is the name of tlie steamer to be 
dispatched to the Anchoria's assistance. It 
is probable that further news will be re- 
cetved by an early hour to-morrow morn­ 
ing. 
W achtel’s Illness. 
B e r l in , October lOtli.— The U .'ur/ie 
'/.tihmg says that llerr Wachtel.the famous 
singer, is suffering from enlargement of 
the heart and dropsy. For several

He has 
recently undergone an operation which te- 
lievcd him, and lie is now able to leave Ins 
room, although not yet out of danger. 
Shocking Tragedy Near Panam a. 
Chicago, October 10th.—The following 
storv comes from Panama: A horrible 
tragedy has occurred at Cbiuquinquira. in 
tlie State of Cudinamorea, where a child 13 
years of age murdered three children by 
stabbing them with a rusty tool-kniie 
and subsequently beating their brains 
out witli a stone. The child-niurdcrer 
is very small for her age. and it is believed 
that she committed this horrible deed while 
suffering from an attitck of brain fever pro­ 
duced by having been bitten some weeks 
previously by a mad dog. 
The Vienna A narchist Scliemn. 
V ienna, October 11th.—The police have 
furnished tlie press with an account of the 
recently-discovercdA narcliist plot to barn 
Vienna. Although many details are obvi­ 
ously suppressed, the plot is shown to have 
surpassed in 
extent and diabolical 
ingenuity any dynamite plot hitherto 
conceived. Seventeen conspirators have 
been arrested, and their examination 
shows that the plot was hatched in and 
directed from America and London, 
and was to be carried ont by Viennese 
Anarchists recently returned from Ameri­ 
ca. The plot was cleverly organized. The 
conspirators were divided into several 
groups, one of w hich was detailed to set 
fire to the town, another to take charge of 
the dynamite operations, and another to 
forge the necessary official documents and 
to coin money for expenses. Parties were 
detailed to set the fires. The police get 
wind of the plot and watched it until it 
was almost mature. An Anarchist of 
I’rague gave the first information of the 
conspiracy to the authorities. The plotters 
were mostly Zeclis and Germans. They 
held secret meetings in a tavern at Penz- 
ing, whpretbe operators were instructed in 
the use and manufacture of bombs. The 
seizure includes numerous daggers and 
bombs, dynamite, fire-lxittlrs (for firing 
buildings), printing and forging imple­ 
ments, and a variety of disguises.

Declaration of Principle» !»y the State 
Grange. 
Maevsvili.B, Octolier loth.—The Califor­ 
nia State Grange closed its annual session 
in this city on Friday niglit, with the feast 
of Pomona, at which about 1,500 people 
assembled. Santa Rosa was selected as the 
place for holding the next State Granee, on 
the first Tuesday in October, 1887. The 
Grange passed resolutions on education, 
taxation, irrigation, transportation and 
other matters. It recommends that surplus 
library funds being used in the purchase of 
school furniture and tixtnres, and for the 
planting of trees in school-hoose yards. 
Also, that the fiscal school year begin 
January 1st instead of July 1st, because the 
law now requires that ail moneys shall he 
expended for tlie year collected, and as taxes 
are not paid until December the schools are 
left without funds from the 1st of July until 
the new moneys come in. It declares that 
the Legislature and Boards of Supervisors 
are making extravagant and useless appro­ 
priations, and the Governor recently 
recommended tlie increase of the salaries 
ot some State officers, notwithstanding all 
agricultural products scarcely pay the cost 
cf production. The time has come to call 
a halt, atid it demands, as taxpayers, en­ 
trenchment in all governmental affairs, 
and that as close economy as is consistent 
with good government be inaugurated. 
The Grange is opposed to an increase of 
salaries, but rather favors a decrease. It 
op)ioses the creation of new offices, and 
favors aholishingunnecessarv old ones. It 
recommends the coming Legislature to 
pass laws so that all goods, wares and mer­ 
chandise of whatever form shall he assessed 
under an itemized statement, and favors 
one system of taxation for all. 
The Grange declares the question of irri­ 
gation stands paramount to all others, and 
that the necessities are such that a speedy 
solution must be had which will admit 
non-r.avigable streams being equitably dis­ 
tributed for the purpose ol irrigation. It 
maintains that irrigation districts should 
he established under authority of law and 
under State control, which shall secure 
such an equitable distribution. It holds 
that no individual or corporation's right 
to the waters of such streams shall be re­ 
cognized or allowed, with the exception of 
a sufficiency thereof for the actual and 
legitimate use of riparian owners. But to 
satisfy the greater necessities of farming 
communities even this single reservation 
may be taken under the law of eminent 
domain upon payment to riparian owners 
ot the actual damages resulting front such 
diversion. 
The Grange hails with delight the con­ 
cessions made by the transportation com­ 
panies to fruit interests, and feeis encour­ 
aged to believe that its demands for reduc­ 
tions in freights and fares will be received 
with intelligent consideration by the com­ 
panies. 
The delegates to the National Grange 
were instructed to use all honorable means 
to induce tlie National Grange to hold its 
cession of 1887 in Sacramento. After pass­ 
ing a resolution of thanks to the State 
Grange officers and to Yuba City (¡range 
for the courteous welcome received, the 
State Grange adjourned its fourteenth an 
nual session.Tlie State Campaign. 
Oroyille, October 10th.—A Republican 
meeting was held here last night. The 
speakers were Dr. N. Watts, candidate for 
State Senator; A. Abbott, candidate for 
Railroad Commissioner, and J. C. Camp­ 
bell, candidate for Congress from this dis­ 
trict. Campbell delivered the finest speech 
heard in this town for a long time, and 
made a very favorable impression. He will 
carry liis fiill party vote in this county, his 
opponent’s home. 
Merced, October 10th.—A large assem­ 
blage ot people met last night and were ad­ 
dressed by James W. Rea and Henry 
Edgerton. Mr. Rea made a brief but im­ 
pressive speech upon the duties devolving 
upon Railroad Commissioners, tlie working 
railroad system of California, etc. Mr. 
Edgerton followed, making one of his elo­ 
quent addresses, discussing the Chinese, 
silver, irrigation and other questions, and 
winding up with a eulogy upon Hon. John 
F. Swift. 
Santa Rosa, October 10:b.—The Repub­ 
licans held a grand rally here to-night. 
Bonfires blazed, and a brass band was in 
attendance. Hon. Charles A. Garter was 
the principal speaker, and his remarks 
were received with applause ami enthusi­ 
asm.

He spoke upon 
the pension, homestead, pre-emption and 
other vital questions, claiming that they 
were born and bred in a Republican Con­ 
gress.

An Old enterprise to be Revived. 
The importance of moving beef from Ne­ 
vada to Eastern markets by refrigerator 
cars, says the Eureka Sentinel, is worthy 
tiie careful consideration of cattlemen of 
this State. There is no doubt that in mov­ 
ing Nevada cattle to Chicago, for instance, 
they became more or less heated and un­ 
healthy 011 the trip, and lose flesh. As a 
reffiedy, they could be killed and shipped 
in refrigerator cars direct from some point 
or points along the < entra! Pacific, woere 
refrigerator warehouses should be built. It 
is said that New Zealand can ship her mut­ 
ton to England in refrigerator ships. If so. 
there can be no doubt that Nevada beef 
could he shipped in reirigerator cars to any 
of the great Eastern markets. 
The above question has already met 
with consideration at the hands of the 
enterprising citizens of Reno, and several 
years ago a building adapted in even- way 
to the requirements of the trade was erected 
on the outskirts of the town, refrigerator 
cars purchased and preparations made to 
carry on the business 011 a large scale. At 
the start everything was favorable to the 
success of the enterprise, but, owing- to 
had management, it proved a lament­ 
able failure. The moneyed men in the 
business refused longer to furnish the 
“sinews of war," and the result was the 
business was wound up, and to this day 
the doors of the establishment remain 
closed. Now, with the many advantages 
Reno possessi-s lor receiving and shipping 
cattle, coupled with the fact that it has be­ 
come the recognized business center of the 
State, the Stockman lias it from reliable 
authority that a syndicate of prominent 
capitalists have taken tlie matter in hand, 
witli every prospect that the business will lie 
resumed at an early date, on a scale com­ 
mensurate with the importance of the un­ 
dertaking.—Sngehnis/i Stockman.

The Republican demonstration Saturday 
night in honor of the Republican candi­ 
date for Governor, H on. John F. Swift, 
was participated in by Republicans gener­ 
ally, and was a creditable affair. A t an early 
hour the streets were crowded w ith specta­ 
tors to witness the procession of uniformed 
clubs which paraded the principal streets 
and made an excellent showing. 
All the 
members of the clubs have not as yet been 
able to procure their uniforms, which are 
being rapidly made, and those who were

The line of m arch was up Sixth street to 
K, K to Front, to J, to Tenth, to K, to 
Sixth, to M—counterm arching on M. 
Long before the procession arrived at the 
W igwam—the old Pavilion—a great many 
hundred people, am ong them a large num ­ 
ber of ladies, had entered the hall and se­ 
cured seats, so that when the last of the 
procession arrived all could not enter.

I was a little uneasy 
about th e count. I had heard so m any of those 
charges of fraud, corruption and m alfeasance iu 
office, th at I supposed 8500,000,000 would evapo­ 
rate some in tw enty-four years, an d find its way 
out of th e w indows or chim neys. I rem em bered 
how*, during B uchanan’s A dm inistration, in the 
San Francisco M int, gold used to evaporate aud 
escape through the window s, chim neys, aud 
other equally as serviceable ventilators at the 
rate of sl.OOO on hour. In three m onths after 
C leveland cam e into pow er th ere was a sh rin k ­ 
age, or evaporation iu th e Fan Francisco Sub­ 
Treasury of SlO.OOO. 
It is no m ore th an right, 
how ever, to state in defense ot th e Democracy 
th at the Sub T reasury at San Francisco occupies 
the precise site of the old M int, w hose evapora­ 
tion of ihuds they never could get th e hang of. 
[Laughter.] 
Mr. Swift th en took up and discussed th e C hi­ 
nese plank in the D em ocratic platform , and 
avow ed his absolute despair in dealing w ith a 
patty capable o f sending 500 of its brightest 
m en to a C onvention w itlrsuch a result. They 
denounce, he said, an im aginary treaty w hich 
th ey 
describe 
as 
th e 
"B urlingam e-Sw ift ” 
treaty, not because such a treaty exists, for 
every intelligent m an in th e State knows the 
contrary ; but solely in order to m islead th e ig­ 
norant aud to injure him (Swift) by coupling 
his nam e w ith th a t ot Burlingam e. I have been, 
he said, endeavoring to trace th e authorship of 
the fraud to its so u rce: bu t all of the m em bers 
ot the Com m ittee on Resolutions w ith w hom I 
have conversed deny it, am i seem ed to m e to be 
asham ed of it, as they certainly ought to lie. A 
m em ber of th e com m ittee gave mu a h in t th at 
(Minted in th e direction of th at M ephistopholes 
of th e C alifornia Democracy, Mr. Deimas, as 
having w ritten th e plank, 
it is a trick w orthy 
of th e genius who was able to throw a s|iell over 
the ad m inistration ol th a t honest but simple- 
m inded soldier, G overnor Stoncm un. aud put au 
end to his political career. (Laughter. 1 
But w hat am Ito th in k of th e lion. W ashing­ 
ton B artlett, a m an in whose honesty 1 have al­ 
ways h ad confidence’.’ lie took h is place on the 
platform . 
But I am aw are th at candidates 
have but little control over platform s, and 
are obliged to a certain extent to sink individ­ 
ual notions on m atters of (Kilitical faith iu the 
decree of the party put forth by its Convention. 
But m atters ol party policy do not e x tend surely 
so as to bind I lie conscience to m aintain falsifi­ 
cation of political history, am i I took it for 
granted th a t I would only nave to point out the 
fraudulent p lank to mv old friend 
B artlett 
to 
have 
him 
at 
once 
prom ptly 
and 
in 
a 
m anly way pu t him self 
right 
before th e public, and to acknow ledge th e tru th 
as he know s it to be. So 1 took occasion, in my 
first speecli at the Wigwam, iu a good-natured 
wav, to call the attention of Mr. B artlett to the 
Burlingam e-Swift plank iu thp platform , and to 
suggest to him th at there 
was 
still 
tim e 
left to look into th e m atter, and do me, 
his old personal friend, justice iu th e m at­ 
ter. 
At the sam e tim e, L, in the sam e good- 
natu red and kindly spirit, endeavored to relate 
I he strict tru th of the m atter of th e famous 
Dolly V arden bolt of 1S73, in w hich he (Bartlett) 
an d I participated, followed as It was by the 
election of Newton Booth to th e F u ited States 
Senate. 
I only told Ihe tru th , as everybody 
knows, aud as Mr. B artlett knows. 
It was not 
a tru th th a t injured, or was calculated to injure 
him in the estim ation of any honest citizen ill 
the Stale, or to lose him a vote : and 1 supimsed, 
of course, he w ould at once acknow ledge the 
fact, am i at his first speech ow n up an d sel lliut 
affair at rest, and close my m outh about it, as 
he could easily have done by adm itting the 
facts as they w ere and standing on them . But 
to my am azem ent, h e a t once rushed over to San 
Rafael and read a paper carefully prepared in 
advance, in w hich he endeavored to wriggle 
and squiriu out of his s ra re in th e Dolly V arden 
m ovem ent, as if it was som ething disgraceful 
aud scandalous, aud to throw th e im aginary 
disgrace and scandal upon me. 
But I do not 
care m uch for th at. I am not asham ed ol the 
Dolly V arden m ovem ent if Mr. B artlett is, an d I 
do not th in k he ought to be. Through it he got 
a place in th e State Senate, and w as brought 
into a prom inence th a t has led to other prefer­ 
m ent, and to his present position before the peo­ 
ple. 
He owes as m uch to the Dolly Varden 
m ovem ent, and has m ade as m uch by it, as any 
one engaged in it, a nd ought not to forget w here 
credit is due. A nd again, th e Doily 3 arden at- 
fair was th irteen years ago, and Mr. B artlett 
m ay have forgotten m uch th a t took place so 
long ago, so I pass th a t by. But w hat I do care 
for, aud w hat surprises me m ost of all, is the 
position he took in his Sun R afael paper, of 
w hat lie now boldly calls th e Sw ift-Burlingam e 
Treaty. 
He designates the treaty w ith w hich 1 
was connected by th at nam e now. 
He has got 
angry w ith m e for poking a little fun at him be­ 
cause we w ere brother bolters. He has lost his 
head, and it does seem to m e a certain quantity 
of th a t honesty w ithout w hich W ashington 
B artlett ceases to be even W ashington B artlett 
He says there is a Swift Burlingam e treaty, 
and th at I helia’d to m ake i t ; th a t " through its 
loop-holes slave lalior docs creep ujam our 
shores." 
After stating th a t I was sent out to 
C hina as an envoy, he says th a t “ h ad th e Com­ 
m issioners (m eaning m e as one of them ) been 
earnest iu th e ir endeavors to rem edy the just 
com plaint o f our people and to attain the de­ 
siren object of the mission—nam ely, the pre­ 
vention of Chinese im m igration—it docs not ap­ 
pear to m e th at any great difficulty lay in their 
w ay." 
Then, after telling w hat kind of a treaty 
we ought to have obtained, he puts him self 
finally on paper as to th e treaty we actually did 
m ake, w hich he calls th e Burlingame-Sivift 
treaty, an d as to his estim ate of m e as a 
m an 
in 
helping 
to 
m ake 
it 
by 
the 
following expressions: “ The n ex t tim e Mr. 
Swift m aks ‘ sham s' th e them e of his eloquence 
I suggest th a t he give a prom inent place to this 
treaty (the Swilt-Burlingam e), lor I deem it the 
greatest • sham ’ an d fraud ever put forth to quiet 
and deceive a patient people." [L aughter. ¡ 
Now I say th a t this declaration of Mr. B artlett 
is absolutely unw orthy of any intelligent and 
honest m an possessing the least grain of know l­ 
edge upon the subject u nder discussion. 
He 
knows better if he know s a nything about it. 
1 
adm it th at he know s very little about the ques­ 
tion he seeks to discuss, as is shown by other 
parts o f the San Rafael paper. 
For exam ple, ho 
gravely tells the pnblic th at th e B urlingam e 
treaty legalized and facilitated the com ing into 
the United States o f Chinese. 
Mr. B artlett calls 
him self a law yer, and I believe lias been adm it­ 
ted to the bar. If he m ade such answ ers as this 
to questions put him by the Court on his appli­ 
cation for adm ission to practice, I cannot im ag­ 
ine how he ever passed. 
I do not believe the 
Police Court would subm it to so m uch ignorance 
in one of its practitioners. 
I refer Mr. B artlett to any o f those Dem ocratic 
law yers who adorn an d ornam ent the bench 
and bar of this State, aud there are m any, such 
as Colonel J. P. Hoge, H all M cAllister, S. M. 
Wilson, for an opinion on this p oint. They will 
tell him th a t th e right of C hinam en to come to 
th is country was perfect under the C onstitu­ 
tion an d laws of Congress before the B urlingam e 
treaty or the Burlingam e-Sw i’t, or any other 
treaty, was ever dream t of. and th at 'a ll the 
Burlingam e treaty did or pretended to do was 
to pledge th e faith of th e nation not to change 
these law s or im pair these rights. Iu a word, 
th a t the B urlingam e treaty sim ply tied the 
hands of Congress, aud th a t w hat the treaty 
1 was concerned w ith did was to untie the 
hands of Congress onee more. 
If he (Mr. Bart 
lett) will obtain the opinion o f any one of these 
gentlem en, or of any Dem ocratic law yer oi 
standing iu th e country, I w ill m ake due 
acknow ledgm ent o f m y error, and I challenge 
him to do it or to cease discussing points ot 
international law. 
Iiut 1 have another reason for believing that 
Mr. B artlett is losing a part of his most exalted 
anil valuable characteristic—th a t o f honesty. 
By declaring th e Switt B urlingam e treaty, as he 
calls it, the greatest sham and fraud ever put 
upon a patient people, lie accuses m e by im pli­ 
cation of being a party to such a sham and 
fraud, certainly a very serious accusation, and 
one th at, if true, should put me w ithout pale of 
social aud friendly intercourse w ith honest citi­ 
zens. Now, Mr. B artlett muet have been aw are 
of th e ch aracter of this treaty, and of m y 
character 
during 
th e 
w hole 
of 
th e last 
six 
years since 
its 
negotiation. 
Yet has 
he turned his back upon 
m e and broken 
off his relations w ith me during th a t time, 
a thing he certainly ought to have done i! his 
charge represents his real opinion? He has not 
till ju st at this m om ent m ade any difference in 
his treatm ent, since tiie tim e 
I urged his 
nam e for the Senate on the Dolly Varden ticket, 
hut has alw ays acted in the m ost friendly m an­ 
ner. a tiling lie would surely not have done had 
he believed m e capable of being a party to 
such a traud upon the people as he now charges 
me w ith. 
Indeed, he has been m ore than 
friendly; he has been confiding and t ustful. 
W hen he was sued by certain citizens last year, 
to compel him to cease draw ing his salary as 
a City H all Commissioner, on the ground that 
the oflice and salary’ had both expired by 
lim itation, and 
th at lie hail no right to 
draw a salary for doing nothing, there be­ 
ing nothing to do but, draw this salary, 
he rushed at once to m e as his best friend and 
counselor, 
lie retained me to defend his case 
in tiie Courts. 
I was well aw are th at he being 
a Iicm oerat atril the Court lieiug Democratic 
and the com plaining citizen being Dem ocratic, 
he w anted and needed a R epublican law yer ot 
eho'A eler and staucing to aid him iu m aintain­ 
ing a position th at had, of course, nothing to 
sustain it bu t th e strict and plain technical let­ 
ter ot th e law. W ith th e taste of au ofliciai, al 
ready enjoying a reasonable salary, draw ing S100 
a m onth for discharging au office the duties of 
w hich had been finished several years before, 1 
had nothing to do. 
He w anted Republican 
backing, and turned to me as a m an w orthy 
to trust as a friend. 
I responded to th at w ish. 
I took his case and defended it in th e lower 
Court before J udge Sullivan, and won it. 
It 
was appealed to the Suprem e Court, and again 
I tried It for him , w ith successful Iresult. Now. 
if be th en believed me to be a m an w ho would 
he a parly to th e greatest fraud 
ever nut 
upon a patien t people, would he have called 
upon 
m e 
at 
such 
a 
crisis, 
would 
he 
have trusted me ? 
W ould he have believed 
th at I possessed sufficient w eight an d c h ar­ 
acter to serve him in sneii a crisis, for Í re­ 
peat it was ch aracter lie th en needed, and I 
lent him freely all I had w hen he called for it. 
W hattver you th in k of bolters, don’t vote for 
B artlett, because lie is one. If Republicans can­ 
not vote tor me because 1 helped send New ton 
Booth to the U nited States Senate, then let them 
go over an d vote for Dr. O'Donnell, w ho Is a 
m an w ho never bolts his ticket. [Im m ense ap­ 
plause. J 
At the close of Mr. Swift's speech the 
audience arose and gave three cheers and 
a tiger for John F. Swift—the next Governor 
of C alifornia' 
The Chairman introduced as the next 
speaker Corporal Tanner, of New York, 
a member of the Grand A rm y of the Re­ 
public, who came to 
California 
some 
months since to attend the encampment, 
and a member of the delegation that the 
citizen- of Sacramento bad so handsom ely 
and satisfactorily entertained. [Applause.] 


REM ARKS OF CORPORAL TA NNER. 
Mr. Tanner, a m o st fluent and eloquent 
speaker, entertained the immense audience 
for over an hour. 
His style of oratory is 
su c h that holds his audience entranced, as 
i t w ere, and no one left the hall daring the 
tim e he was speaking. 
He paid a high 
tribute to California, and said, in referring 
to the Grand A rm y visitors from the East, 
that their tongues would never tire of 
telling of the bountiful, open-hearted 
and hospitable treatm ent they received 
at the hands of Sacramento’s citizens. 
He had the pleasure of traveling over a 


large portion of the Golden State since, and 
had ascertained why it is that Californians 
are so enraptured with their homes, so 
wedded to the favored section in which 
they reside. So high was his appreciation 
of her soil, her climate and her people that 
he was now ready to believe anything that 
m ight be said in her behalf, and if he 
should meet a Californian located in any 
other portion of the world he would be 
prompted to ask him a very delicate ques­ 
tion. One tim e a little boy was shown a 
baby brother. 
He gazed at'th e little inno­ 
cent for a moment, thoughtfully, as 
it 
lay upon its m other’s lap, when looking 
into the face of the latter, he said ; “ Mam­ 
ma, where did he come from ?” 
The 
m other replied by saying, “ God sent him .” 
Again the little fellow surveyed his little 
brother from head to foot with a puzzled 
air, and turning again to his m other said, 
"M om m a, what you s’pose God bounced 
him for?” So, m y friends, if I should find 
you located iu any other place outside this 
most favored section I should be tempted 
to ask you “ w hat you were bounced for,” 
for I do not believe any m an would leave 
this country voluntarily. You have every­ 
thing in California th at is to be found in 
any other portion of the world. More va­ 
rieties of delicious fruits, varieties of choice 
wines unnum bered; your m ountains are 
ribbed with silver, your streams flow over 
golden sands, and you have more politics 
to the square inch than any other section 
of the Union. 
[Applause.] 
You have, 
first, the grand old party of progress, the 
R epublican; the Democratic, the Labor, 
the American, the Prohibition, the Gran­ 
ger, the l)r. O'Donnell, and I hear several 
back counties have not as yet sent in re­ 
turns. 
[Laughter.] 
H e said San Francisco 
was in quite a 
perturbed state. 
She 
had all the parties and isms known. 
A 
few 
evenings 
since 
he 
visited a 
public square and took notes of the situ­ 
ation. 
On the east was a circus in full 
blast, on the south a patent medicine ven­ 
der was haranguing a crowd, on the west 
Dr. O'Donnell was holding forth, and upon 
the north a street preacher was entcrtaniug 
n large audience, preaching from the text, 
"A nd Jesus looked down upon the city and 
wept.” [Applause.] 
The standard-bearers of the two great 
parlies stand stripped for the contest. Mr. 
Harriett, it is suiil, is a pure, blameless old 
man, who will never set tire to the Sacra­ 
m ento river. H e had seen him a couple of 
times, and lie looked like a map who would 
go to sleep uptin the slightest provocation. 
The Democracy say of Mr. Swift that 
lie is as cold as an iceberg. 
An ice­ 
berg is typical of 
great 
power and 
purity. 
Did any one ever hear of a foul or 
dirty iceberg? He briefly referred to the 
sketch of Mr. Swift’s life as related in his 
speech which lie had just made. It was one 
of sim plicity, showing how a young man 
of pluck and intelligence could m ake his 
way in the world. It illustrates the senti­ 
m ent that every m other may be rocking the 
cradle of a future Governor. If the fact 
that because a man follows an honorable 
trade in California he is to be sneered at, 
then I would have rather staid on the other 
siilo of tiie Rocky M ountains. 
H e did not 
believe in defamation of character which 
characterized a Democratic canvass. 
It re­ 
m inded him of a story he once heard, 
where an elderly gentleman was tendered 
a nom inat on for Congress in a rather 
doubtful district. 
H e had no qualifications 
for the position ; they liad no idea of elect­ 
ing him , but he had plenty of money, and 
“ the boys" thought he would “ bleed” 
pretty well.

ington for two years. By all means, John, 
accept.” 
“ Maria, you don’t know anything about 
politics. 
They go away back to your 
grandfather and your great grandfather, 
and if they have ever done anything that 
was the least bit crooked it is raked up 
against you." 
“ W ell, John, you are all right in that. 
Your father and his lather and m y grand­ 
father were all right. 
They were good 
men. 
You need not borrow any trouble 
on that score. You better accept. It will 
be so nice to go to W ashington with you.” 
“ Maria, you don’t know anything about 
politics. They don’t stop at that, but if a 
m an’s wife has ever done anything to be 
criticised, that is all raked up, too, and pub­ 
lished in the papers and heralded from 
every stum p.” 
M aria flopped herself down and said : 
“ Come to bed, John. If I was you 1 would 
have nothing to do with the dirty curs. 
Don't you accept.” 
T h e 'Democracy realize in this canvas3 
that the chances are all against them . 
Their platform even is a flagrant lie so far 
as it relates to the Burlingame-Swift treaty. 
On Friday night a Democratic orator in 
San Francisco said that at the Republican 
Convention in Los Angeles a banner was 
hung out U(ion which was written : 
“ No 
foreigner need apply.” 
The Republican 
ticket, u3 nom inated at that Convention, 
contains the names of three citizens of Ger­

Some days ago there appeared in the 
Associated Press dispatches from New 
York published in these columns, a state­ 
m ent to the effect th at telegrams from San 
Francisco had been published therein some 
manner reflecting upon Motisignor Capel, 
the em inent Catholic divine, at presen ta 
resident of Sacramento county. Coupled 
with the statem ent was an expression of 
the New York M ail an d E r p r a t intim ating 
that envious persons within the pale of the 
Monsignor’s own Church, in Europe, had 
endeavored the injure him , and attributing 
the present movement to that source.

Major-General 0. 0. Howard spent Sun­ 
day in Sacramento, in accordance with pre­ 
vious announcement, and delivered three 
addresses during the day and evening. In 
the morning he attended service at the 
Congregational Church, and at its close 
spoke to the Sunday-school and children of 
the Orphan Asylum, in the lecture-room of 
the church. The room was crowded, and 
his words were listened to with eager at­ 
tention, and with pleasing and marked ef­ 
fect. At 3:30 r . m. a meeting for men only 
was held under the auspices of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, in the Sixth- 
street M. E. Church. Major Hardie, of Ala­ 
bama, first delivered an earnest and stirring 
gospel address, and was followed by Gen­ 
eral Howard in the same line, both produc­ 
ing strong impressions. An after meeting 
was held, in which many voting men took 
part, some for the first time. 
In the evening the usual services at the 
various city churches were omitted, and ali 
joined in a union service, under the aus­ 
pices of the Y. M. C. A., at the Congrega­ 
tional Church. It was one of the largest 
audiences that ever assembled in the city, 
the aisles and gallery and all available 
space being seated with chairs and persons 
standing, and many being unable to even 
gain admittance. There were upon the 
platform C. M. Campbell, President of the 
Association, presiding ; General Howard, 
Major Hardie, of Alabama, Rev. E. R. Dille, 
Rev. W. C. Merrill, and Moore ’Hesketh, 
General Secretary. To the right and in 
front was a large number of the members 
of the Sumner and Warren Posts, G. A. R., 
wearing their uniforms and badges, and 
elsewhere in the audience were members 
of Fair Oaks Post. Slightly to the rear of 
the Grand Armv men, General George 
Stoneman sat, and was a thoroughly inter­ 
ested listener to the address of his old 
comrade in arms, from whom he had re­ 
ceived a visit at his residence on Saturday 
evening. It was a noticeable episode of the 
evening, that upon the platform were two 
speakers, both soldiers, who a quarter of a 
century ago were arrayed in arms against 
each other, hut who were now jointly bat­ 
tling against a common foe. 
The services opened with a voluntary by 
the quartet choir of the church, which was 
followed by invocation by Rev. Mr. Merrill. 
After one verse of “ All Hail the Power of 
Jesus’ Name,” sang by the audience, Rev. 
E. R. Dille read the 19th Psalm, com­ 
mencing, “ The heavens declare the glory 
of God, and the firmament showeth His 
handiwork.” C. M. Campbell, President of 
the Association, then introduced General 
Howard, whom he stated had kindly con­ 
sented to address the people of Sacramento 
in the interests of the Y. M. C. A. work. 


g e n e r a l H o w a r d ’s a d d r e s s . 
General Howard spoke as follows : 
The Executive Committee of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, whose headquarters are 
in New York, learning that I proposed to visit 
Germany during the summer of 1854, kindly 
gave me the eredentials of a delegate to their 
International Convention. It was to assemble 
in the mouth of August, at Berlin. I was on 
hand intim e, and spent with the delegates from 
the different civilized nations, a most profitable 
and delightful season of seven days. The Pres­ 
ident, Herr You Behrensdorff, Chamberlain to 
Emperor William, presided with ease and dig­ 
nity over the laree Convention, giving his open­ 
ing address, with equal facility, in three differ­ 
ent languages, the German, french and Eng­ 
lish. We were specially blessed In having with 
us that honored man und charming Christian 
gentleman, who was the founder ot the first 
Young Men's Christian Association, which he 
when a young man, with a few coadjutors, 
started in London less than forty years ago. He 
appeared full of interest and energy, much like 
our own William E. Dodge, Sr.. of New York, 
who has so lately left us and gone to his reward. 
I had attended several of our International 
gatherings in this country, as those held ot 
Washington, at Detroit, at Lowell, and at Port­ 
land. Me. No Christian assemblies could have 
excelled them in the workingpowerthcyseemed 
to represent: in the energetic measures they 
adopted : and certainly none in the spiritual 
impress they left behind them upon the com­ 
munity where they for a few days sojourned 
and tailored for the salvation of young men. 
In these respects, the Berlin Conference was 
hardly abreast of the others. But it was a most 
remarkable body of earnest Christian souls, 
speaking various tongues, yet w ith a perfect 
unitv of the Spirit, praving God to lead them, 
while they sought to lay broadly and deeply 
the best foundations for awakening anew the 
zeal and energy of members of ull churches, 
with special view to extending the helping 
hand of Christian love to young men. 
The Getman and French delegates were espe­ 
cially persistent in questioning the English and 
American Secretaries concerning their methods 
of procedure. 
How do you raise so much 
money ? How do you build so many capital 
structures? What about your gvmnas um and 
other provisions for amusement ? Toil us con­ 
cerning your literary arrangements, your lec­ 
tures. your libraries, your evening classes. 
What is that grand organization called the 
" railroad work, in which even railway otli 
cials take an interest, and to which the m ana­ 
gers make large contributions'’ 
And, again, 
how is i f with the Bible classes: who teach 
them ? Is there not serious danger of introduc­ 
ing heresy here ' Do describe the evangelizing 
process, the meetings for prayer and conference, 
the neighborhood meetings, the visiting com­ 
mittees sent to tne streets, the jails and airns- 
houses ? 
Is there not danger of laymen, in their blind 
zeil, getting up too much steam for the engine ? 
Will not the Y. M. C. A. work, forgetting the 
Church division lines, take away all the best 
workers from the churches, and so the churches 
sufi’er a great loss? 
How shall we answer objection? like these, 
coming trom faithful pastors. Several times was 
our quick-witted and well-informed Secretary, 
Mr. Morse, of New York, made to stand on the 
platform and be bombarded with such queries 
as these, nil asked kindly and answered most 
readily and happily. I assure you this did me 
great good. It taught me to appreciate better 
than 1 had ever dohe before the wonderfnl de­ 
velopment of these Christian Associations, the 
grand problems they were solving for humanity, 
and the remarkable catholicity of spirit they 
were fostering and everywhere diffusing. They, 
like the steam transportation and telegraph 
lines, have already girdled the world. They, 
like the skirmish line to a grand army, have 
searched out the hedges, the pitfalls, the nooks 
and corners of the variegated Held ol operations. 
They prepare the way by their week-day open 
rooms ami open houses for tile Sabbath-day ad­ 
vance. Their warm welcome is at the steam­ 
boat landing, the railway station and the m ar­ 
ket gathering. To the traveler and to the 
stranger they say : “ Come with us and we will 
do thee good.” They introduce the newcomer 
to tiie pastor, to the Bible-class, to the .Society 
of Christian Endeavor, and otten to a respectable 
social life. 
But why does not the Church ot Christ do all 
this? Ur", in other words, why do not the 
churche». like the synagogues of the Jews, take 
care of their own ? 
The best auswer I can make to this is, Yankee- 
like, to ask another questiou. What makes up 
the Church of Cnrist ? My answer, to which all 
ought to assent, is that Christ's church is made 
up of all the believers in Christ both living and 
dead. And the churches are different organi­ 
zations of lieltevers with enough differences, 
like the distinguishing badges of divisions and 
corps in an army, to make them known uud 
recognized along their line of useful work. 
The Y. M. C. A. band.- proceed from thes» or­ 
ganizations. They go and they come. They 
kecp the fences between them full of oj.cn bars 
and gateways, but never, never are these skir­ 
mishers disloyal to their own brigades or divi­ 
sions. Where is the siugle church that can run 
along not) miles of railroad, gather the young 
men into assemblies, give them proper amuse­ 
ment, books to read and preach the simple gos­ 
pel to them 
Where Is the combination ot 
churches that has week-day and Sunday ma­ 
chinery equal to this, or equal to the religious 
wants of colleges and universities which intel- 
teetualism is everywhere developing, without 
God and without Bible truths? 
These Y. M. C. A. bodies arc ready armed and 
equipped for this business; they are the pio­ 
neer- of the churches—nay, my friends, they 
are jiart and parcel of the churches themselves; 
they are the churches at work. Look at the 
home mission struggle, then at the grand foreign 
mission fields. Glorious you say! Souls saved, 
women rescued from bondage, youth redeemed 
and built up iu character, in spite of the pre* 
vailing scientific doubting ana literary lufi- 
delity. which, like the snow mountains, are 
often high and lifted up. but. handsome as they 
may he. cold and frigid against the t>est inter* 
ests of society. Yes, as in the days of the 
apostles, the missions thrive and enlarge in the 
face of the world, the flesh and the devil. Yet. 
how are these grand results accomplished? 
Answer 
By the churches, the live churches, 
working through their missions and societies. 
Again, the leaves of the Bible are like the 
leaves of the trees for multitude—and they carrv 
the word of God to every nation on the globe. 
Who does this and so renders every man who 
rejects God without excuse? It is the Bible so­ 
cieties whom the churches put forth so that 
they can penetrate every home and family that 
will open the door to them. How glad, then, 
must the churches be to add this much-needed 
helper, this association for youth, whose pro­ 
vince it is to set youth to help youtli; to make 
each young man his brother's keejier: aud to 
E 
ut into the field an agency to rescue those who 
ave already falten uuder temptation. 
An experience of upwards of fifty years has 
shown me many men who have been dtunk- 
ards, licentious men and hardened sinners, ar­ 
rested in their downward course and brought 
back to the innocence of childhood. It is never 
too late to mend. Genuine repentance, which, 
of course, involves the utter abandonment of 
criminal practices, is always possible. I will 
not limit the mercy of God. for He loveth mercy 
rather than sacrifice: He is kinder than the 
noblest father: He is more tender than the 
gentlest, most self-denying mother. 
Yet the 
saved among the middle-aged and old who have 
long led abandoned Jives are lamentably few. 
It is hard for a poor soul, withered by avarice, 
to pat on a generous expansion. It is hard for a 
debauchee to recover his lost strength or ex­ 
clude the filth of his life from his miad. It is 
hard for the passion tor gambling to subside, or 


for fraud to end in an honest life. Oh, reform, 
reform, by all means. God give us reform. 
But more, a thousand times more, give us the 
prevention against trembling drunkenness, rot­ 
ten vice, miserly avarice, gambling and cheating 
and all impurity and degradation. Let us put 
up the bars and close the gates before these 
vices come trooping in to our inclosures. How ? 
Godliness is profitable to all things. Let the 
child and the youth walk with God. like Enoch 
of old, and the child and the youth are sate for 
here and for hereafter. Men and women work­ 
ing for young men mean just th is: we will 
lead them to God who manifests himself in 
Christ, so that God through Christ may keep 
them from the evils depicted. Oh, how thev, 
the zealous working Christians, long to adapt 
all their agencies to this end ! The Young Men's 
Christian Association is the best agency for 
youth wandering away from home, the best that 
I know. 
The mother tells the Secretary in Berlin, " My 
son is in Chicago on such a street iu business; 
do what you can for him .” The letter is sent to 
the Secretary at Chicago. He finds the son. 
leads him to friends, and if possible to the 
Friend of friends. The Lord bless the effort. 
A stranger in a strange land responds quickly to 
the tone of genuine sympathy. 
Come now—let us look facts in the face. Of 
the 300.000 young men from 17 to 35 years of age 
in California, can you do too much ? Even a 
vicious mother wants a good son. How much 
more the good mother ? A father who rejects 
the Bible, because it condemns him, still in his 
heart wants an honest son. Then let us all 
come up heroically to lend a helping hand to 
this efficient society which embraces such u va­ 
riety of methods. 
Some of us periled life to get such glorious re­ 
sults, as we, who are not pessimists, now plainly 
see around us: Constitution, laws, Congress, 
Courts, Executive, schools, churches, great par­ 
ties. rich States and Territories, and many of 
them; revenues abundant; an unbroken cur­ 
rency; letters aud papers brought to our very 
doors without delay or confusion; homesteads 
open to seekers, aud pensions in profusion, aud 
unlimited opportunities ior the enterprising, 
and what not ? 
Oh! sustain the sacrifice and labor which has 
been put forth, by fostering the good aud wiping 
out the bad. Here is, in this society, a good 
channel for merely patriotic eftort. 
And now as we raise our eyes to heaven and 
think of eternity—an endless day or an endless 
year—how can we grasp the thought! Let us 
be iu unison with the Divine Spirit.su that eter­ 
nity may be a perpetual joy ! Then no matter 
how long ! If we ourselves get right we will 
help the right. 
In conclusion I want to do as I did during our 
war of rebellion—1 want to appeal to those who 
should be enlisted to accomplish the great work 
of covering the hills and filling the valleys of 
California with a host of young men who shall 
be os a whole superior tu am that have preceded 
them. While in the summer of 1S62 I was at 
home recovering from wounds, the Governor of 
Maine sent me to the seaport towns,where there 
had been a little backwardness in enlistments, 
to canvass for volunteers. What did I say? Did 
1 appeal to them, showing them how easy w as 
the work demanded of tliem? Did I tell them 
they would be kept in the rear, where they 
would have a thousand privileges and little or 
no danger ? No, indeed! 1 called to their m an­ 
hood. I told them the country was in danger. 
She needed her sons as never before. Our 
fathers had given us a rich inheritance. There 
must be enough love of country in us to pre­ 
serve it. 
I told of constant toll, of prolonged 
sicknesses, of innumerable wounds, of groaning 
ambulances and overfilled hospitals. 
I told of 
the ability, numbers and determination of the 
foes of tbe Union. And then I said: " Men. 
patriots, you see me weary, worn and wounded, 
but not disheartened. 
God.willing, I am going 
hack to tlie front in a few days; come, and go 
with me.” 
Great tears would roll dowit the 
cheeks of strong men. as they cried out, “ We 
will g o ! we will go!” They filled the quota 
speedily; and host after host stemmed the cur­ 
rent of war till victory and peace aud a saved 
Union came. 
So Christians call yon young men to labor for 
the great leader Christ and for his young men. 
Be ready to suffer—not as recipients of big 
tiouiities—but as good soldiers ready for toff 
hardship, self-denial, and ardent, persistent 
work. 
Blasphemous, avaricious, profane, Sabbath- 
breaking. gambling, backbiting, dishonest, cov­ 
etous men m ay grow stalwart and cut a figure 
in the world because of energy of mind and 
body that they possess. 
How much brighter 
another picture. But, oh ! w hat a magmtieeut 
spectacle to behold a God-fearing multitude of 
strong youth filling the ranks of California's 
workers, and marching abreast to a clear-eyed 
and pure-hearted victory in the name of Jeho­ 
vah. to let it be. 
major habdie's address and conclusion. 
At the conclusion of the address the 
choir and audience sang two verses of 
“ Jesus. Lover of My Soul.” Mr. Campbell 
then introduced Maj'or Hardie of Alabama, 
who made a fervent appeal for the Asso­ 
ciation. He declared that the work of 
these associations, outside of Christian 
missionary effort, was broadly useful to 
young men, nnd as showing what the local 
Association was doing in this respect, he 
called on the President to outline the work 
of the Sacramento 
organization. 
Mr. 
Campbell 
then 
briefly 
described the 
scheme of the society. It has a reading- 
room, and a parlor with a piano. 
It has 
a fine large lecture-room, a gymnasium 
and bath-room. 
It has three distinct 
courses of lectures—medicine, business aud 
literary—one being addressed to young 
men only. It is to have for the winter a 
class itj mechanical draining and a class in 
stenography. All these things are free to 
members, and the membership fee is but$5 
a year. In addition, ihere are also free to 
members, social meetings, and all these are 
supplemented by Christian meetings and 
study of the Bible, etc., and the work of 
the society in aiding young men who are 
strangers in finding work, and in throwing 
about young men the moral guards of good 
association, etc. Major Hardie, resuming, 
asked if there was in all this anything any 
man could disapprove of ? The work was 
physical, intellectual, moral and social. 
The plan of these associations is to protect 
voung men, to make them self helpful, to 
oppose the lures of the bar-room and the 
dives with influences refining and elevat­ 
ing. No one was obliged to attend the re­ 
ligious services. The workers hoped to 
draw all young men to them, hut there was 
no compulsion to attend them as a price of 
membership. They were riven entertain­ 
ment, good reading, useful information, 
the use of baths and gymnasium, the so­ 
ciety of good men and women on social 
reunions. Could any one say aught against 
such a work as that? The young man 
who lands as a stranger in a city knows 
what a world of help is a friendly word 
and a kind invitation’ and the evil influ­ 
ences of the bar-room and dive work upon 
this plan and so lure the stranger to'bis 
ruin. But there is just as much good to 
be done the city youth. He is just as sus­ 
ceptible to good and ill influences. Every 
one who imagines that his boy is safe, be­ 
cause 
ot 
home 
influences, 
should 
help the Association, because the duty 
is to every one to help the son of some one 
else, as thereby he fosters an influence that 
ojierates directly upon his own son. For 
one youth may contaminate another, and 
so he may do another pood. It is not the 
question, ” Is this our boy?” but “ he is 
somebody’s son, a man to be, one to influ­ 
ence our son. to do battle by his side per­ 
haps, and so we are interested in each 
other’s sons.” Major Ilardie. in a fervent 
strain, continued at length,and finally came 
to a direct ajipcal to the vast congregation 
to help the Sacramento Association. He 
read a card that would be at once delivered, 
on which all could designate what they 
would give for a year to support tbe Asso- 
eialion. He expatiated upon the benefits 
of giving for such work, and made a power­ 
ful appeal, and a witty one to his hearers. 
He nailed every man to his seat by adroitly 
advising no one to retire for fear of what 
the others might say about his actuating 
motive in doing so while subscrijition 
cards were being sent out. As the cards 
went around Major Hardie entertained his 
hearers 
on 
the 
benefits 
of 
giving 
and 
as 
to how 
they 
could 
give 
to the 
best 
advantage. 
When 
the 
cards 
were 
all 
out 
a cash 
contri­ 
bution was taken up. The response in 
both cases was gratifyingly large, the aggre­ 
gate result being about $600. Major Ilar- 
die’s success in appealing for the aid was 
very great. It was novel, direct, adroit, 
witty and forcible. He is a fervent speaker, 
plain in manner, effective in method and 
verv interesting in delivery. 
While the collection was being taken, 
Major Hardie kept up a running fire 
of witty remarks, that contributed to the 
general good feeling. 
During this period 
also Mrs. Ross and Mr. Buchanan sang a 
duet, and Gen. Howard, coming back tojthe 
rostrum, stated there were many old soldiers 
present, some of whom had served with 
him in the war. He would be glad to meet 
them all and grasp them by the hand if 
they would remain. 
The audience then 
arose and sang the closing hymn. 
All 
then recited the Lord’s Prayer, and General 
Howard made the closing prayer, and the 
audience was dismissed. As it retired the 
Grand Army men went forward and shook 
hands with the General, for even* one of 
whom he had a cheery word, and for many 
questions as to where they had served and 
under whom. 
Notf..—The General Secretary gives tt ese 
statistics of work done bv the Sacramento 
Y. M. O. A. for six months ending Septem­ 
ber 30. 1886: Forty-six religions sendees, 
attended by 1,376; teading-rooms open 
every day, attendance, 5,200 ; 899 baths 
were taken ; 771 have used the gymnasium. 
In April and May a course of musical en­ 
tertainments and lectures was given, with 
a total attendance of 1,655 ; 22 voting men 
have been assisted in various ways, on 
their giving evidence that they were de­ 
serving, and eight have been assisted to ob­ 
tain work. The membership has increased 
from 20 to 130.

There was moist weather all around 
Sacramento on Saturday, and in this im­ 
mediate vicinity there were threatening 
clouds at times. Snow fell to a depth of 
about three inches at the Summit and 
Truckee, and rain fell at Suisun, Rio Vista 
and other places. 
Rev. B. A. Arnett, of Ohio, who has been 
holding the A. M. E. Conference for Bishop 
John M. Brown, will deliver a free lecture 
in the A. M. E. Church, Seventh street, this 
evening at 7:30. A reception will be ten­ 
dered him at the close of the lecture by 
members of the church. 
The remittur has been filed in the Su­ 
perior Court in the case of M. D. Reed, 
convicted some months since of obtaining 
money by false pretenses, but in which the 
Supreme Court reversed the judgment of 
the Court below because of an error in the 
indictment. The case is apt to go before 
the next Grand Jury. 
P. M. Sullivan, an attorney of Woodland, 
who some time since was arrested here on 
suspicion of insanity, but was discharged 
by the Commissioners of Lunacy, was ar­ 
rested at Woodland a few days ago far the 
same cause, and the physicians pronounced 
him insane, but Judge Garoutte took the 
matter under advisement.

The highest and lowest Signal Service 
thermometer Saturday and yesterday was 
68° and 45° and 68° and 44°, with westerly 
winds and clear weather, except during 
Saturday afternoon, when it was cloudy to 
threatening. Light rain was precipitated 
at Suisun, also at Los Angeles, and snow 
in the mountains, with a decided fail in the 
temperature Saturday along the Pacific 
slope. 
Yesterday afternoon Ed. Mainby and 
Jim Ryan, employer at the railroad works, 
had a skiff race to decide their superiority 
as oarsmen, the course being from the 
bridge to a stakeboat near the foot of L 
street and return.

HEREAS. THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at Its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D, eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


a m e n d m e n t n u m b e r o n e . 


8ECT10N 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used iu this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership: provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part ot tbe realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten oi this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation or snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled m 
this btate, or may tax such ships ami vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu oi an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer iu this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
D>* such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 


S e c. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
In the county, city, city and county, town,town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this Slate, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Trensurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of wav, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations aud their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op 
eratcd as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed aud taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December last 
ireceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
>cfore the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the groFS an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


Fir*<—The gross carninga which, daring the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Stales or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, hears to** he 
whole number of mites thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of Interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken ami deemed to be the grosa earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
ail railroads operated as one sys'em shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 


tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax la i' under the 
form of law, except upon a showi. 
that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment to tbe Tax Collector, or Into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid udod the property If. question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may De main­ 
tained against the la x Collect ir to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It snail be 
the duty of the Courts iu which snch actions 
may be brought, to try them , upon the request 
of either party, in advance of ail other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the" Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ae- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop* ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy
